VACCINE MYTHS 
AND TRUTHS

Measles is making a comeback, 
with a 20-year high in reported infec- 
tions, due mostly to folks who are opt- 
ing out of the vaccination, says the 
Centers for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention. Across the nation, an epi- 
demic of whooping cough in 
California, outbreaks of chickenpox 
in Indiana and measles in Ohio have 
made national headlines. 

In many cases, the anti-vaccine 
movement is persuading parents not 
to vaccinate their children; that's 
causing a lot of harm to at-risk chil- 
dren and adults who are susceptible 
to these preventable diseases. So be- 
fore you refuse (or skip) a vaccina- 
tion, get the facts from us. 

Myth No. 1: Vaccines do more 
harm than good. 

Vaccine Fact: Vaccines save lives. 
We're not saying vaccines are risk- 
free, but the ratio of serious adverse 
reactions to beneficial effect is about 1 
to 40,000. 

Before pertussis (whooping cough) 
vaccines were available in the 1940s, 
an estimated 200,000 children were in- 
fected annually, and 9,000 died. Before 
there was a measles vaccine, up to 4 
million Americans a year were in- 
fected; 1,000 suffered brain damage or 
hearing loss, and 450 died. Diphtheria 
killed 15,000 Americans in one year 
(1921) before there was a vaccine. Dur- 
ing a pre-vaccine rubella (German 
measles) outbreak in the 1960s, 2,000 
babies died and 11,000 pregnant 
women had miscarriages. 

Another vaccine benefit: If you and 
your children are inoculated, you're 
protecting others who can't be due to 
a compromised immune system or 
age. Case in point: Infants receive 
their first of two measles vaccina- 
tions between 12-15 months and their 
first of four pertussis inoculation 
shots starting at 2 months; until those 
kick in, they are at risk for infection, 
when these diseases can be most dan- 
gerous. 

Your next step: Review your own 
and your child's vaccination needs. 
Discuss your concerns with your doc, 
and schedule needed shots. 

Myth No. 2: Vaccines are just for 
kids. 

Vaccine Fact: Adults need them too! 
About 40 percent of people over age 65 
haven't received a pneumonia vac- 
cine, and 85 percent are missing out 


on the shingles vaccine, which pro- 
tects against excruciating nerve pain. 
A whopping 86 percent of adults 
haven't had their Tdap (tetanus, diph- 
theria and pertussis) booster (recom- 
mended every 10 years), and 87 
percent haven't had a hepatitis A 
booster, while 65 percent skip the hep- 
atitis B vaccine. Plenty of teens and 
young adults are missing out on the 
meningococcal vaccine (plus a 
booster shot), which can prevent 80 
percent of meningitis cases (a poten- 
tially fatal bacterial infection), and 
about 65 percent of young women and 
95 percent of young men ages 19-26 
haven't gotten the HPV vaccine, 
proven to slash risk for infections that 
cause many cases of throat cancer 
and most cervical cancer. 

Your next step: Check out payment 
options: Thanks to Medicare and the 
Affordable Care Act, most vaccines 
are covered for adults. Ask your doc 
which shots will give you or a loved 
one more benefits than risk and then 
get it done. 

Myth No. 3: It's too soon to think 
about a flu shot. 

Vaccine Fact: It's best to get your 
influenza vaccine in September or Oc- 
tober. It takes about two weeks for 
your body to build up defenses against 
the virus once you get the vaccine. So 
a shot in September is just in time for 
the start of flu season in October. 
You'll cut your risk for the flu by 
about 60 percent and reduce your odds 
for a heart attack or stroke during flu 
season by 50 percent. If flu strikes 
anyway, it's milder, cutting the odds 
for complications that lead to hospital 
visits by more than 70 percent. Preg- 
nant women who get a flu shot pass on 
some immunity to the fetus. 

Your next step: Contact your doctor 
to reserve your dose, or ask your phar- 
macist when 
the new batch 
will be avail- 
able. 

You'll be 
hearing more 
about vaccines 
that work 
against vari- 
ous cancers, 
including 
melanoma and 
liver cancer. 
Stay tuned, 
and when new 
vaccines are 
developed, talk 
to your doc 
about when to 
put them on 
your schedule. 


Whiplash? Back Pain

Plant-based diets are be- 
coming increasingly popular. 
Vegetarians cite several rea- 
sons for not using animal 
products such as a concern 
for the treatment of animals, 
to lose weight or improve 
health outcomes. Dietary 
changes are an essential com- 
ponent of treating diabetes. 
The standard recommenda- 
tions are to restrict portion 
sizes and limit the amount of 
carbohydrates. A plant-based 
diet for those with diabetes 
has many advantages. 

Researching populations 
throughout the world finds 
that people who follow plant- 
based diets, including beans, 
vegetables, rice and other 
whole grains, were less likely 
to develop diabetes. Adopting 
a western diet increased the 
likelihood for type 2 diabetes. 
Diets with large amounts of 
meats and fats, common in 
the U.S. diet, cause the body 
to be insulin resistant. Low- 
fat, plant-based diets improve 
insulin sensitivity, and re- 
duce blood sugar and choles- 
terol. 

A plant-based lifestyle can 
also become a natural means 
of losing weight or maintain- 
ing a weight loss. Fruits, veg- 
etables, legumes and grains 
have fewer calories per ounce 
and are less dense than ani- 
mal products. As a result, it 
is possible to eat larger quan- 
tities of plant-based products 
and consuming fewer calo- 
ries. 

Eliminating animal prod- 
ucts means avoiding red 
meat, poultry, fish, dairy 
products and eggs. For the 
greatest benefit of a plant- 
based diet, eliminate animal 
products entirely. A vegan

diet eliminates dairy prod- 
ucts and eggs. Using non-fat 
dairy and only egg whites is 
not enough. Animal products 
of all types have animal pro- 
tein. When eaten in large 
quantities, animal protein 
can be harmful to the kid- 
neys and lead to calcium loss. 
Substitutes are available for 
dairy products (almond, soy, 
rice) and eggs. 

Next, avoid added vegetable 
oils. Although these fats are 
“healthier” than animal fats, 
oils are high in calories. 
Cook with water or nonstick 
cooking spray. Use spices or 
mustard for seasoning in- 
stead of oil. Read the label - 
aim for two or fewer grams of 
fat per serving. 

Select foods lower on the 
glycemic index. The

The City of East Jordan Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) has received an application 
from James & Scott Scheer to convert a formerly active farm property located at 4542 
South M-66 into a new business development known as the “Jordan Valley Barn.” The 
property is located in a “Planned Unit Development” (PUD) zoning district. The appli- 
cants intend to use the existing barn, farmhouse and a portion of the parcel to host large 
events, such as weddings, reunions, etc. with a stated capacity of up to 270 persons. 


The Planning Commission and City Commission have reviewed the proposed site plan 
for the redevelopment of this property and have tentatively approved the site plan con- 
tingent on the applicant receiving the following two variances from the ZBA: 


The site design, layout and density criteria for PUDs requires that “all principal buildings 
and all accessory buildings or structures shall be located at least 100’ from any exterior 
public roadway right-of-way line, private road and/or area to be platted.” The existing 
house & smaller barn on the site are located 40’ and 12’, respectively, from the M-66 
ROW line. A variance from the 100’ setback is requested. 

The Zoning Code requires that “all off-street parking areas shall be drained so as to pre- 
vent any increase in drainage to abutting properties and shall be constructed of hard- 
surfaced paving materials.” Due to the intermittent use of the site, the applicants have 
proposed to install gravel on the drives & parking areas, but no asphalt paving is pro- 
posed. A variance from the paving requirement is requested. 


A Public Hearing to receive comments on these variance requests will be held on Mon- 
day, July 28, 2014 at 5:15 PM in City Hall, 201 Main Street, East Jordan, MI. Written 
comments may be submitted to the East Jordan ZBA, c/o the City Clerk, P.O. Box 499, 
East Jordan, MI 49727.
